Line card 12 is coupled to a switch fabric of a router by interface 13. 
Cell and packet traffic received from fiber optic cable 14 and transmitted on 
fiber optic cable 15 are time division multiplexed/demultiplexed by TDM 
device 16. Cell traffic is handled by one integrated circuit device 17, 
whereas packet traffic is handled by a different integrated circuit device 18. 

The undersigned has spent considerable effort and time attempting to 
ascertain more details about the line card 12. The undersigned has 
interviewed individuals at Azanda Network Devices who used to work at 
Northern Telecom in an attempt to find out more concrete details about the 
line card, but the individuals interviewed were unable to provide more 
detail. The details of the line card, even those details illustrated, are not 
clear in their minds.
